SHORTAGE OF BACON 


Canada has been unable sto sup- 
ply Britain with the 600 million 


.| pounds of bacon she promised, and 


Mr. J. Gordon Taggart, Price 
Boards Food Administrator, stated 
at Ottawa on November 3 that the 
people in Canada would probably 
have to be rationed. for bacon and 
so for all- meat products. 

It is evident that. government is 
hesitating about rationing Cana- 
dian people. They should not he- 
sitate for a moment if it will help 
the war effort of. the United Na- 
tions. A soldier can: only fight as 
well as he is fed. Our fighting 
forces, and the civilian workers 
being bombed in the battle lines 
of Britain must have meat and 
plenty of it. It would not hurt 
us in Canada if we went without 
bacon‘and it would not hurt if all 
meats were rationed. 

To administer rationing, how- 
ever, costs a lot of money and uses 
up a lot of scarce paper. There is 
a better way I suggest. - Raise’ the. 
price of hogs and if necessary of 
cattle \to\ our. farmers, and then 
they induced -to produce 
more... Hogs multiply -quickly .and 
we have ample feedstuffs includ- 
wheat to raise them. he extra 
price to the farmers would cost 
less, I believe, than the cost of 
administering rationing.

Farm Machinery 


Especial Attention Should Be Paid 
To Lubrication 


With fa machines now ratioped 
and repdéir parts more difficult to get 
farmers would be well advised to pay 

re attention to the lubrication of 
farm machines and equipment, say 
the Agricultural -Engineers of the 
Dominion Department of Agriculture. 
Thé expense and time invested in| 
good lubrieation pay big dividends. 

In addition to maintaining a lubri- 
cating film between the bearing sur- 
faces the oil or grease that is on farm 
machines performs several other func- 
tions. The ‘bearings are cleaned. Rust- | 
ing and pitting of the bearings are | 
prevented when the machine is idle. 
Exposed metal surfaces during. stor- 
age periods are protected,, 

The oil and grease, uséd for lubri- 
cating should be kept clean so keep 
the containers covered to exclude | 
dust and dirt. 

Three or four different oils or | 
greases met the lubrication réquire- 
ments of nearly,all farm implements. 
Usually not more than two lubricants 
are needed for any one ‘implement. 
Machines operating the year around 
may require lighter oil and grease for 
winter than for summer. Badly worn 
bearings may. need a heavier oil that 
is not thrown out: so quickly. Oil of 
the same viscosity or stickiness as is 
‘used in the tractor motor usually is 
suitable. Crank ease oil may contain 
grit and if.used on bearings may be 
harmful.
